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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In regards to the Applicant's argument that claim language requires 
different amounts of biases for still images and moving images respectively, the examiner points out that claim 
language of claim 2 "wherein the level of this bias voltage is changed in accordance with the video signal that is either 
a video signal related to a still image or a video signal related to a moving image" does not really reflect that fact, but 
rather merely states (a) that bias voltage changes in accordance with the video signal and separately (b) that the video 
signal could be either still or moving images. There is no explicit statement relaying that (a) is dependent from (b). An 
appropriate amendment of claim 2 can overcome the rejection presented in the previous official action. Independent 
claim 3 has a similar problem. 
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
